“The most logical interpretation 
placed on the mayor's speech,” that 
paper added, “was that it amounted to 
a declaration of war :on Tammany 
Hall; that he had broken completely 
and irrevocably with Tammany, and 
that he now becomes the outstanding 
candidate for mayor next November 
on an independent or fusion ticket.”

BARBER BOARD DENIES 


APPLICATIONS OF 2,137 


A total of 2,137 applications for 
barbers’ licenses have been rejected 
by the state board of barber examin- 
ers during the first 10 months of this 
year, the first year of the board’s 
operation, a report filed Thursday by 
R. S. Coleman, joint secretary of state 
examining boards, and made public by 
Secretary of State John B, Wilson, 
reveals. ! 

Of these, 726 were residents of Geor- 
gia whose applications were rejected 
because the applicauts could not pass 
a physical examination, and 1,411 
were out-of-state applicants who were 
turned down because the board felt the 
state already had as many barbers as 
could be gainfully employed.

Selecting and Preparing 


the Holiday Poultry 


Smart shopping for the holiday poultry will assure the homemaker 
Of serving a main dish that will please all who sit at her feastive board. 


The following are points which 
poultry, 


should be remembered in judging 


The skin of a young bird is smooth, soft and almost transparent. 


The tip of the breast bone is pliable. 


It should be plump, but not ex- 


ceptionally fat at the crop as this indicates large inner organs that are 


of little value. 


The legs and feet should be smooth and bright. 


An ample supply of exceptionally good poultry will be found on 


the market at a reasonable cost. 


In fact, we have been told that the 


cost will be the lowest it has been for some time. 
After the holiday poultry has been selected the next important step 
is its preparation and the following method is suggested: 


Roast Turkey or Chicken. 

To prepare bird, singe carefully by 
holding over a gas flame, turning it 
over slowly. Then cut off neck, close 
to. body. Loosen tendons 1 inch be- 
low leg joint. Place the point of a 
skewer under the tendons, pull out one 
at a time, then break off feet. Re- 
move pin feathers, using a pair of 
large tweezers or strawberry huller. 
Remove oi] bag from tail. Using a 
smal] poultry or vegetable brush, scrub 
bird very thoroughly inside and out. 
Dry carefully and rub inside of bird 
well with salt. Place in refrigerator 
to become thoroughly chilled. Stuff 
with following or any favorite dress- 


ing : 
, Bread Stuffing. 

One quart stale bread, 1-4 onion, 
chopped; 1-4 e¢, celery, diced; liver, 
gizzard and heart, chopped; 2 eggs, 
1-2 ¢. strained tomatoes, or milk; 2 
tbsp. bacon drippings, 1 tsp. salt, 1-8 
tsp. pepper, ginger and nutmeg. 

Soak bread crumbs in-cold water 
and squeeze dry. Melt drippings in 
pan, add liver, gizzard, heart, onion 
and celery, then bread and fry 15 
minutes, Then add other ingredients 
and mix well, Cool and stuff into 
prepared turkey or chicken. Sew or 
skewer the opening, then truss the 
bird and return to the refrigerator. |

INTERESTING SOUFFLE 
DESSERTS. 

As the fall season progresses, the | 
homemaker will have to begin to think ) 
ubout filling, heating and inexpensive | 
desserts, to satisfy her family’s in- | 
creasing craving for sweets. 

There is nothing that provides en-| 
ergy more quickly than sweets. As 
soon as the days get crisp, the body | 
ueeds more energy food to keep it | 
warin, aud children need more of it to | 


help them keep up with their added 
expenditure due to growth and activ- | 
ity. 

Desserts are the easiest means of 
providing sweets, with the exception of 
fruits and candies. But the making 
of desserts gets monotonous after a 
while, unless the home-maker has ac- 
cess to many cook books. 

Souffles are more unusual desserts, 
their. making a mystery to many wom- 
en. But a well-made souffle is a joy 
to behold, and something of which any 
housewife may be proud if it turns 
out right. The foundation of a souf- 
fle is egg in some form. The rules 
for egg cookery must, of course, be 
observed. Souffles need rather slow 
cookery, and need thorough cookery to

Granville Thrills Large Audience 


With Dramatic Characterizations 


Artistry and skilled stagecraft in 
the best sense of the words were 
shown Thursday night by V. L. Gran- 
ville, @istinguished English actor, in 
a performance sponsored by the Stu- 
dent Lecture Association of Emory 
University at the Glenn Memorial 
auditorium. Mr. Granville held his 
audience spellbound with his clever 
“Dramatic Interludes,” giving char- 
acterizations from famous plays and 
stories. 

A man who has played with. Eng- 
land’s greatest actors, Mr. Granville is 
superb in presenting a short charac- 
terization which conveys almost the 
whole story. His insight and sym- 
pathy with the role in hand, whether 
it be of man or woman, is remarkable 
and his gesture and modulation of 
tone depicts better the feeling than 
do the mere words. Had he not ut- 
tered a sound, his mastery of panto- 
mine would have been sufficient to re- 
lay his thoughts to the audience. 

Beginning his program with a selec- 
tion from the Book of Job, he played 
both Job and the Narrator, making 
lightning quick costume changes, and 
for the next “interlude” presented 
Strepsiades, from “The Clouds,” by 
Aristophanes; then Hamlet, the Prince 
of Denmark, from Shakespeare's play 
of that name.

SOUND AID FOR UNEMPLOYED. 


The indorsement of the back-to- 
the-farm movement by the group of 
city and county officials and prom- 
inent private citizens, at the meet- 
ing called Wednesday by Mayor 
Key, marks a constructive step to- 
wards a real solution of the city’s 
unemployment Situation. 


The present plan of assistance to 
the needy offers relief only for the 
time being and gives no promise of 
rehabilitation to those dependent 
upon others for food and shelter. 

The back-to-the-farm movment is 
sound and businesslike. It takes 
from the cities families who are a 
burden upon the community and 
places them on the farm, where 
they are needed to rebuild rural 
communities denuded of a large per 
cent of their population during. the 
trek from the farm to the city in 
the decade from 1920 to 1929. No 
family will be sent to a community 
that does not need or want it. 

The basic cause of the unemploy- 
ment problem is not difficult to un- 
cover. The cities, as the result of 
the mushroom growth of industry 
during the boom days, are now 
jammed with former farmer fami- 
lies who took part in the exodus 
from the rural sections which 
brought about the abandonment of 
millions of farms. 

When the World War ended there 
was, and always had been, a pre- 
dominance of our population in 
rural sections. Then the lure of 
big wages began to attract the farm 
workers of the country to the cen- 
ters of population and by 1930 
there existed an urban population 
of 68,900,000 and a rural popula- 
tion of only 53,000,000. 

Many of the 15,000,000 men and 
women who represent the surplus 
of population in our cities over the 
rural sections are out of employ- 
ment. There is no prospect that for 
many years to come, if ever, there 
will again be work for them in the. 
cities. | 

Thus the cities are faeed with | 
the necessity of feeding, sheltering 
and clothing this huge army of 
men, women and children, or else 
sending them back to the farms 
where they can at least become self- 
dependent. It is a question of con- 
tinuing. these people as wards of | 
charity—with the consequent une | 
dermining of their moral fiber and | 
the resultant threat to the commu- | 
nities in which they live—or else | 
sending them back to the farms | 
from which they came, where they 
are needed and where they can 
again find independence and health. 

The wisdom of the suggested 


launch it in a way that will mean, 
within a comparatively short time, 
a material reduction in the number 
of unemployed in the city. 


FRANCE SEEKS DISARMAMENT. 


The plan for world-wide dis- 
armament prepared by France for 
immediate submission to the Ge- 
neva arms conference is more elab- 
orate and comprehensive than any 
of the other schemes seeking the 
same end brought forward during 
the past decade. 


It may be that the somewhat 
complicated plan may furnish the 
long-desired basis on which can be 
built a structure which will assure 
a lessening of the staggering costs 
now being borne by the peoples of 
the world on the plea of necessary 
national security. On the other 
hand, the manifold ramifications of 
the plan may be the chief stum- 
bling block in the path of its being 
accepted as a practical way towards 
arms reductions. 

The interlocking nature of many 
of the suggestions contained in the 
plan make impossible a prompt de- 
cision as to its practicability. As 
with no.other plan heretofore sug- 
gested, it is necessary with this one 
that economic and governmental ex- 
perts ferret out danger spots and 
disadvantages which might arise 
from its adoption. 

There are many features of the 
plan which will undoubtedly meet 
with approval in the United States, 
but there are others, such, for in- 
stance, as the proposed establish- 
ment of an international armed 
force, with reserve military stores 
for its use, to which this country 
is opposed. 

The United States has let it be 
known on more than one occasion 
that it will not participate in any 
plan including, as does the new 
French suggestion, a *‘‘mutual mili- 
tary assistance’ feature, even 
though it is limited to the nations 
of Europe. The indorsement of any 
such principle would involve the 
danger of our being drawn into the 
disturbances arising out of the 
bickerings and jealousies of the 
European nations. 

The chief point of advantage of 
the French plan is that in the wide 
scope of its conception it brings 
out into the open practically every 
point, arising from the conflicting 
politics and desires of the nations 
of Europe, which has at one time 
or another impeded progress toward 
world-wide disarmament. 

Thus the comprehensiveness and 
widespread ramifications of the 
French plan, while tending to make 
its ultimate adoption the more dif- 
ficult, makes it possibly the most 
valuable suggestion yet advanced 
from which to work towards the 
ultimate goal of world-wide dis- 
armament. 


SAVING THE FARMER’S LAND. 


Financial and farming interests in 
Iowa have joined together in work- 
ing out a plan to solve the farm 
mortgage problem, which is funda- 
mentally sound, and offers a solu- 
tion which is based upon self-help. 

Basically the theory of the plan 
is that it is best for the farmer 
to help himself out of his own dif- 
ficulties through the aid and co- 
operation of his commercial and 
financial neighbors. 

It is proposed to establish in 
each county in the state a council 
of bankers, insurance men, farmers 


and others whose welfare is directly 
affected by the prosperity of the 
farmer. To these councils will be 
submitted the case of each dis- 
tressed farmer, and the solution 
will be sought not solely on the 
basis of doing the best possible for 
each individual farmer but for the 
community as a whole. 

If perfected it would mean that 
the business interests of each coun- 
ty, whether agricultural, commer- 
cial or financial, would be oper- 
ated not with an eye single to the 
respective interests, as now, but 
from the broader viewpoint of seek- 
ing the prosperity of each line of 
endeavor for the well-being of all.

HOUSEMAID’S KNEE 
IS NOT SO FUNNY

If the trouble drifts along for more 
than six weeks the bursa should be 
surgically removed and a new pad of 
fat substituted if there ‘is ‘sufficient 
subcutaneous. fat near the wound to 
make a flap. 

A recently developed mode of treat- 
ment, diathermy, when available, per- 
haps gives more relief than any 
other remedy, and in ma cases vi 
bursitis, in any situation, daily 
diathermy applications for a week or 
two will render surgical intervention 
unnecessary.

by the European powers of the Kel- 
logg pact. It suggests that “all Eu- 
ropean states should join ip a sol- 
emn affirmation that they will not 
under any circumstances attempt to 
solve any present or future differ- 
ences between them by _ resort to 
force.” This would re-engage Germany 
not to seek revision of the treaty of 
Yersailles by the use of force. 
Second, the plan provides’ that 
limitation of Germany’s armaments 
Should be accomplished by the same 
disarmament convention which will de- 
fine the limitations of the armaments 
of others.” This, Sir John explained, 
means that the limits of the new 
tr .ty, voluntarily accepted by all 
states, will substitute for Germany 
and her defeated allies in the World 
Var the restrictive clauses of the 
peace treaties, 

Third, “The newly expressed limi- 
tations in the case of Germany would 
last for the same period and be sub- 
ject to the same methods of revision 
as those for all other countries.” 
Here again the principle of equality 
would be recognized. Instead of the 
restrictions imposed by the Versailles 
treaty, which are without time limit, 
Germany would be bound under the 
new convention for the same time as 
other powers. The period now contem- 
plated is between 10 and 20 years. 

The fourth point concerns Ger- 
many’s request that she be permitted 
the same kind of arms as the others. 

“If a status of equality is to be 
conceded,” said Sir John, “the prin- 
ciple of qualitative equality must be 
acknowledged. The government of the 
United Kingdom declares its willing- 
ness, In co-operation with the other 
members of the disarmament confer- 
ence. to see that this principle is em- 
bodied in the new convention.” 

This principle, he said, admittedly 
envisages rearmament to a certain 
extent. But he made it clear that 
Great Britain is opposed to Ger- 
many’s increasing its aggressive 
strength. The principles he enunciated 
for Germany apply also to Austria, 
Hungary and Bulgaria, he said. 

Mr. Davis, commending these ef- 
forts to bring Germany back to the 
conference, appealed for real action 
toward disarmament in terms which 
were interpreted in some quarters as 
| reiterating the suggestion that there 
is a vital connection between the re- 
duction of arms. and the American «t- 
titude toward its European debtors:

committee of seven, headed by the 
president of the convention, will study 
the denomination’s entire educational 
program with a view to making rec- 
ommendations at the next meeting. 

The social service committee, head- 
ed by W. W. Gaines, of Atlanta, 
reported the prohibition law “has done 
great good,” and urged representa- 
tives in congress and senators to sup- 
port it. 

Regarding the economic conditions 
and regulation of business by govern- 
ment, the report said: 

“It is estimated that eleven to 12 
million people in the United States 
are out of work. The sustaining in- 
come of 20 millions has been cut. 
Investments have evaporated. 

“This depression is not brought 
about by the act of God. Nature has, 
been bountiful. We are the victims of 
unwise human policies. The blame is 
especially on statesmen and business 
leaders. In the decade ending in 1929 
wages i.creased 13 per cent, dividends 
increased 285 per cent. 

“The result of this prime prefer- 
ence for management and stockholders 
has been a vast accumulation of 
wealth in the hands of the few. Ac- 
cording to treasury figures, 504 per- 
sons had a combined income of $1,- 
185,000.000. All the wheat farmers 
plus all the cotton farmers number- 
ing 2,500, 00 persons made less money 
than these 504 in the year 1929. 

“Tt is this almost inconceivable con- 
centration of wealth that has killed 
the consuming power of the average 
millions and has brought misfortune 
upon us. It is the chief obstacle in the 
path to recovery and we affirm our 
belief in the need for a more equitable 
distribution of wealth and income. 

“Business should be organized for 
public good. There should be a larger 
measure of government regulation. The 
people want work, not charity.” 

Coivention leaders said the defer- 
ring of the Mercer-Bessie Tift consoli- 
dation issue for a year was a com- 
promise between proponents and op- 
ponents of the merger. 

The recommendation brought ex- 
tended debate last night and today 
but finally Dr. Ryland Knight, of 
Decatur, offered a substitute resolu- 
tion to apnoint the committee of seven 
for the educational survey.

France, and May, of Belgium, had 
conferred with Secretary Stimson, but 
left the state department reporting 
they had received no answer to their 
requests for a moratorium extension 
and a review of the debt field. 

On Capitol Hill, meanwhile, the 
house appropriations committee ini- 
tiated its gigantic task of whittling 
down the budget.

Summoning of congressional lead- 
ers into a White House debt pariey 
did not come as a complete surprise 
in official Washington. It was 
known that Mr. Hoover recognized 
that debt action in the fina! analysis 
would rest on Capitol Hill. and he 
had so informed the president-elect, 

ointing out the influence he might 
ave with democratic members look- 
ing to him as leader. 

Roosevelt, in turn, had suggested 
that the chief executive call in lead- 
ing democrats of the house and senate. 

George Called. 

Those summoned to the White 
House for the Wednesday morning 
conference were Senators Smoot, 
Utah; Watson, Indiana; Reed, Penn- 
sylvania, republicans, and Harrison, 
Mississippi; King, Utah, and George, 
Georgia, democrats. 

From the house ways and means 
committee those called were Repre- 
sentatives Hawley, Oregon; , Tread- 
way, Massachusetts, and Bacharach, 
New Jersey, republicans, and Collier, 
Mississippi; Rainey, Illinois, and 
Doughton, North Carolina, democrats. 

The White House announcement of 
the Wednesday morning meeting fol- 
lows:

Spending most of the day at his 
desk in the executive offices, Presi- 
dent Hoover dug into both debt and 
budget problems in a series of con- 
ferences with his administration aides. 

He had before him the latest treas- 

ury information showing the federal 
deficit as of November 15 had ex- 
ceeded $709,000,000—with expendi- 
tures approaching $1,342,000,000 since 
July 1. 
Additional figures were being amass- 
ed by Secretary Mills, meanwhile, ‘> 
show that although the new billion- 
dollar tax bill had brought in slightly 
increased revenue in October, as com- 
pared with last year, it could not 
bring collections for the quarter up to 
last year’s mark. 

The president called in J. Clawson 
Roop, director of the budget, for more 
information, and also Secretary Hur- 
ley, who left the White House after 
an hour, reporting the war depart- 
ment budget “in very satisfactory 
shape,” but with no recommendations 
for “a vacation for national defense.” 


Insists on Cut. 


“The president, of course,” Hurley 
said, “is insisting that we cut every 
dime possible from our estimates.” 

Postmaster General Brown, after a 
similar White House conference, said 
the post office funding was proving 
a “peculiar problem,” and spoke of 
possibl: decreases in personnel, 

It was the foreign debt problem, 
however, that provided the more dra- 
matic incidents of the day. 

M. Claudel and }. May had just 
left an additional conference with 
Under-Secretary William Castle of the 
state department, who shortly before 
had conferred with the president, and 
senators and representatives were still 
declaring on Capitol Hill their opposi- 
tion to alterations of the debt agree- 
ment, when the telephone buzzer rang 
beneath Mr. Hoover’s desk.

The words themselves were kept 
from the public, but as interpreted by 
one of the White House secretaries 
they decided that the conference to 
come next Tuesday afternoon need 
not be of such length as to necessi- 
tate Mr. Roosevelt remaining over- 
night as a White House guest.

PERFECT SEASON 
AS END IS NEAR 


Gentlemen Earn Recog- 
nition as One of Eight 
Undefeated.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 
(UP)—Thirty young men who call 
themselves the Centenary Gentlemen 
from Shreveport have performed some 
rather remarkable feats on the grid- 
iron this fall to earn national recog- 
nition as one of the eight undefeated 
and untied teams in the country. 

From an inauspicious start, the 
Gents have knocked over some of the 
best teams the southwest had to offer. 
In every game they had to give weight, 
but application of brains and perfect 
teamwork did the trick for them. 
Their record includes victories over 
such star performers as Texas, South- 
ern Methodise, Mississippi, Texas Ag- 
gies and Louisiana State University. 
Arkansas is the only remaining ob- 
stacle to a perfect record. 

Centenary College opened last fall 
with only 500 students registered. 
From this meager number Coach 
Homer Norton had to make his selec- 
tions for the 1932 football squad. He 
worked diligently and finally got 30 
men out of the lot. These men have 
carried the burden through the entire 
season against squads with twice that 
number of players. 

THREE ATTRIBUTES. 

Coach Norton says his team has 
three attributes which account for 
their success, namely, perfect team- 
work, smart football and the desire 
to win. A majority of his players are 
from small Louisiana towns; they 
had very little experience to recom- 
mend them when the season opened. 
Cameron and Murff are the only play- 
ers who had won high school recog- 
nition. 

Morton uses the modified punt for- 
mation and balanced line to suit his 
light squad. The team averages 172 
pounds per man and Norton modifies 
his system each year to fit the mate- 
rial. Paul Geisler, 172 pounds, is the 
team’s outstanding performer. Critics 
say he is one of the country’s great- 
est ends and deserves All-American 
honors. He is a powerful tackler, a 
good blocker and an expert pass re- 


ceiver. ; 

Ralph Murff, 160-pound halfback, 1s 
Centenary’s “triple threat” man and 
regarded as the second best player on 
the team. Murff is the most consis- 
tent ground-gainer, is a good passer, 
blocker, punter and pass receiver. Joe 
Oliphant, 190 pounds, is the heaviest 
man on the squad. Joe is a tower 
of strength at tackle in both offenst 
and defense. Manning Smith, 16% 
pounds, a quarterback, takes care of 
the passing and punting and is a 
ood ground-gainer to boot. A trifle 
inexperienced, Smith is expected to 
do big things next season. 

LIGHT, SPEEDY. 

The lightest and speediest man on 
the Gents’ team is Harold Oslin, 150 
pounds.» He has been classed_along 
with such star performers as Cy Le- 
land, former Texas Christian player, 
in the matter of speed. When Oslin 
gets the ball he fairly flies through 
the air.

Columbus Stadium 
Will Seat 13,000. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Nov. 17.—The 
handsome stadium in which Georgia 
and Auburn will play their 37th grid- 
iron game Saturday will be a far cry 
from the Atlanta field where the 
teams first met in 1892 and also from 
the wooden stands of Driving park, 
where the teams first played in Co- 
lumbus in 1916. 

During recent months. Memorial 
stadium, constructed in 1924, has been 
completed by the addition of a hand- 
some entrance and modern press box. 
The giant concrete horseshoe, which 
will seat 13,000 persons, is now one 
of the most modern in the south. 

The arched entrance, flanked by two 
towers, is situated upon a _ terrace 
raised 7 feet from the ground level. 
Grilled gates give entrance to the sta- 
dium proper. 

Semi-circular, concrete steps 7 feet 
high and 335 feet long rim the out- 
side edge of the terrace. Leading from 
the top of the steps to the various 
entrances are concrete walkways, At 
the base of the two towers, the walk- 
ways surround grass plots. In Phe 
center of each of the plots is a marble 
drinking fountain. 

The towers to the entrance will 
house the offices, shower and locker 
rooms of the municipal golf course, 
which was constructed by the Lions 
Club. Teams will dress at their ho- 
tels as usual and between halves will 
be sheltered by tents at the extreme 
south end of the field. 

The press box is very similar to the 
one at Grant field, in Atlanta. There 
is room for 30 working pressmen and 
telegraphers on the front row, where 
In 
the rear there is another seat which 
will accommodate 30 more persons. 
Windows, which can be raised or low- 
ered, assure the comfort of the scribes. 
Electric lights have also been pro- 
vided in case of a dark, cloudy day. 

While the Columbus stadium is one 
of the largest in the south, seating 13.- 
000 persons, Georgia-Auburn Associa- 
tion officials are expecting an over- 
flow crowd Saturday. With that in 
view, construction of temporary stands 
that will seat 2,500 people is under 
way. 

Formal dedication of the completed 
stadium, a tribute to Columbus’ World 
War heroes, will take place just prior 
to the game Saturday. The stadium 
was completed by funds raised by the 
members of the City Federation of 
Woman’s Clubs.

Two Other Sophomores 
Expected To Start Along 
With Buster Mott.

Georgia may entrust its gridiron 
strategy to a sophomore quarterback, 
Jack ‘Griffith, in the Southern con- 
ference football championship battle 
against Auburn in Columbus, Ga., Sat- 
urday. 

Griffith, a husky 175-pounder, re- 
placed the lighter and more experi- 
enced Leroy Young in the New York 
University and Clemson games and ex- 
hibited excellent generalship. His 
added weight and versatility gives 
more power to the Bulldog quartet. 

Two other sophomores, Halfback 
Buck Chapman and Fullback Joe 
Crouch, also are expected to open 
against the Plainsmen, along with the 
veteran Buster Mott. 


A year ago Mott engineered a last- 

period offensive which enabled Geor- 
gia to defeat Auburn, 12 to 6. New 
stars have sprung up since then— 
Bill David, Cy Grant and Young—but 
none possess the all-round ability of 
the 183-pound Mott. 
*He is the best guard against passes 
on the squad and, since other teams 
have gained consistently against the 
Bulldogs with overhead tosses and it 
is certain Aiburn will depend large- 
ly on its areial attack to score, Mott 
will bear most of the defensive 
burden, 

Coach Harry Mehre is not afraid of 
Auburn’s driving power. No team has 
been able to march through Georgia 
this year, but the Georgia mentor 
fears Auburn’s passes and the rapier- 
like thrusts of Hitchcock, Dupree, 
Kimbrell and Phipps, which may be 
turned into touchdown dashes. 

Dusk settled over the practice fields 
at Auburn and Athens yesterday be- 
fore the rival coaches, Chet Wynne 
and Mehre, brought a halt to their 
final hard workouts. 

Wynne has given much attention to 
defense, for Georgia may show the 
heaviest backfield assault the Plains- 
men have faced all year. Injuries to 
key men caused Wynne to. cancel 
plans for scrimmages and the bruised 
athletes have been carefully rounded 
into shape. 

Auburn will face a _ pyschological 
disadvantage Saturday for it has not 
beaten Georgia in a decade, not since 
the 7-to-3 win in 1922. Georgia also 
holds an’ edge in their 36 years of 
rivalry, for the Bulldogs have won 18 
contests to Auburn’s 15. Three ended 
in scoreless ties. 

Halfback Al Rogero, the _ best 
passer and punter on the Florida 
team, will not play against Georgia 
Tech in Gainesville, Fla., in the home- 
coming game Saturday. He was in- 
jured several weeks ago. There also 
is a possibility that Shearer, a tackle, 
may not be available. 

Tulane is heavily favored over Se- 
wanee, but close duels are anticipated 
in the other two conference games 
bringing together Duke and North 
Carolina and Washington ané.

ALBANY, Ga., Nov. 17.—(#)—A 

quarter of a century of exaltation of 
things “is bearing fruit in the spir- 
itual as well as the economic depres- 
sion,” Bishop Arthur J. Moore told 
delegates to the South Georgia Meth- 
odist conference today. 

He said that a breakdown of spir- 
itual and moral idealism offered “the 
greatest present danger to our prohi- 
bition law with men apparently grown 
willing to revive that which blights, 
blasts and damns in order to increase 
dividends in this period of financial 
stringency.” 

The bishop added that the sole hope 
of revival in either spiritual or mate- 
rial values lay in recrudescence, with- 
in as well as without the church, of 
true religious idealism. 

Bishop Moore spoke before the busi- 
ness session, at which five veteran 
members of the conference retired and 
an equal number of applicants were 
accepted 6n trial. 

The five superannuated were W. A. 
Huckabee, of Lumpkin, who served 
48 years; T. E. Davenport, of Shell- 
man, 46 years; J. M. Foster, Rich- 
land, 48; FE. A. Sanders, Boston, 50, 
and Harry Stubbs. of the Thomasville 
district, who asked retirement on ac- 
count of ill health. All of the men 
retired voluntarily with the exception 
of Foster, who protested, but who 
agreed to abide by the decision after 
a vote of the conference that he be 
superannuated. 

The new ministers are Weyman C., 
Huckabee, son of one of the ministers 
retired; Luther R. Laneaster and 
James D. Reese, all of the Columbus 
district; Walter Henry Blanks. of the 
Oxford district of the North Georgia 
conference, and David F. Cripps, of 
the Thomasville district. 

In the business session the character 
of all ministers in the conference was 
“passed” without question being 
raised as to any of them. 

Tonight’s session was devoted to in- 
terests of the superannuated minis- 
ters, with Bishop W. F. McMurray, 
president genera of the board of 
finance, as the chief speaker. Bishop 
MeMurray spoke in the interest of the 
superannuated endowment fund which 
was begun several years ago. About 
$6,000,000 has been raised toward a 
proposed fund of $10,000,000 intended 
to be set aside so the income may be 
used to support about 1,200 super- 
annuated ministers in the church as 
a whole. He said the funds provided 
for the maintenance of retired minis- 
ters was “pitifully small.” 

The Rev. Walter Anthony, of Ma-

LIKELY, SAYS SPALDING 


University Chairman Sounds 
Warning Before Athens 
Chamber. 


ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 17.—Doubt as 
to whether the state would raise as 
much revenue next year as this year, 
which is off 14 per cent, was express- 
ed here tonight by Hughes Spaldinz. 
chairman of the board of regents of 
the university system. 

Mr. Spalding was the principal 

speaker at the annual banquet meet- 
ing of the Athens Chamber of Com- 
merce. He was introduced by Judze 
Thomas F. Green, of Athens, also a 
member of the board of regents. 
_ “We will have to cut our pattern 
in accordance with the amount’ of 
funds we will have available.” Mr. 
Spalding explained. He declared that 
it would be impossible for the state 
to continue to effectively and effi- 
ciently maintain 24 different institu- 
tions of higher education. 

“We have 11 colleges in Georgia 
which grant college degrees—too 
many—four junior colleges and six 
high schools within the university sys- 
tem,” he explained. 

Mr. Spalding pointed out that there. 
was need of more than one collece 
giving degrees but that certainly the 
state did not need 11. The junior 
colleges, he said, “are all right but I 
cant see why we should have high 
schools in our system of higher edu- 
cation. We may have needed them 
when they were begun, but we do not 
need them now.” 

The board of regents, Mr. Spalding 
said, “wants to give the most educa- 
tion for a dollar, it wants excellence 
in education, and it wants a diploma 
from a Georgia college to mean more.” 

Declaring that any integration was 
long and tedious, the speaker said 
that there were “many rough edges” 
yet to be worked out in regard to the 
educational system.
